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WINTER WHEAT SEEDING. 


By the time this reaches our readers, 
the time of winter wheat seeding will 
be upon us. In July and August, we 


called attention to the necessity of the 
early plowing of the stubble ground 
and compete harrowing in ocder 19 
secure the solid bottom and mellow 
and lively surface which are essential 
to success in growing winter wheat. 
We also called attention to the im- 
po™iance of securinz a variety of seed 
that was known absolutely to be hardy 
in the region where it was intended to 
be sown. No farmer can afford to ex- 
periment in this Jine. We have our ex- 
periment stations whose business it ‘s, 
at the expense of the government, to 





which this wheat, under its various 
names of Turkish Red, Budapest, De- 
fiance, etc., all of which are but dif- 
ferent names for one variety, will do 
better, in our judgment, than any other 
variety grown. South of this we pre- 
sume there are other varieties such as 
the Fulcaster which will do as well or 
perhaps better. 


Now as to the time to sow: Last 
year, we urged our readers to sow late; 
that is, from the 25th of September to 
the last of October, in order to evade 
as much as possible the danger from 
the Hessian fly. As we anticipated, 
the Hessian fiy spreads further and 
further west, and we have no doubt 
will do so this year. South of the 
Towa and northern Nebraska winter 





we think, is a mistake. The Hessian 
fly develops parasites very rapidly, and 
it is quite likely that there will be less 
damage in the sections where the fly 
was exceedingly prevalent last year 
than in the states in the same lati- 
tude further west. 

We advise wheat seeding always to 
be done with a drill. We are quite 
well aware that good crops are often 
secured from broadcast sowing when 
the winter is particularly favorable, 
but to trust to broadcast sowing is to 
invite failure. Under ordinary circum- 
stances a press drill is to be preferred 
on well prepared stubble ground. 

We promised some weeks ago to give 
our readers suggestions as to the best 
method of growing winter wheat in 





be secured, we would do nothing more 
than drill, even though it seems a 
slovenly method of farming. 


The best way is to cut the corn with 
a binder, throw the sheaves apart on 
the shock row and drill in the wheat 
on that row, then shock the corn on the 
drilled ground and drill in the rest. 
The advantages of this method of grow- 
ing winter wheat are the following: 
The cultivation of the corn, and partic- 
ularly so if it is put in on clover sod, 
has prepared the seed bed for the win- 
ter wheat. The entire cost up to har- 
vesting is, therefore, the seed and the 
drilling, amounting in all to from $1.25 
to $1.50 per acre. If it should winter 
kill, the land can be used for some 
other purpose; if it should not, and a 
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find out what varieties will endure the 
severity of our winters and then let us 
know. One cent will secure the knowl- 
edge, and the man who is not willing 
to expend that and make this know- 
ledge a part of his own mental furni- 
ture is not fit to grow winter wheat and 
should let it severely alone. 

In the ncrthern winter wheat belt, 
the only variety which is worthy of 
the farmer’s entire confidence is what 
is knowr as the Turkish Red. It is 
a beards@ wheat, of a hard variety. 
almost us herd* as rye, is of moderate 
height, stands up well, and does not 
shatter readily; in fact, ft is rather 
hard to thrash out except when the 
weather is very dry and hot. 

We do not say that this is the best 
winter wheat for more southern local- 
ities. Like all other grains, it has its 
climatic belt, and this, as we have 
stated before, is on the northern edge 
of the winter wheat belt in the West. 
There is a belt, say one hundred miles 
south of the latitude of Des Moines, in

wheat belt, the seeding may be delayed 
a weex later. Why? Because in the 
northern belt the Hessian fiy is ready 
for business earlier than further south 
while further south longer time is per- 
mitted the plant to make more rapid 
growth and get ready for winter. We 
would not, however, delay later than 
October 5th in the latitude of southern 
Iowa, because the danger from the lack 
of proper development for winter would 
be greater than the danger of the Hes- 
sian fly in this section, while in south- 
ern Illinois, Missouri, southern Kan- 
sas, and especially where the fiy has 
already appeared, we would hold the 
seed even later. 

It took some courage on our part to 
give this advice last year in opposition 
to the judgment of many experienced 
wheat growers, but experience has vin- 
dicated the wisdom of our suggestions 
We see it reported that the seeding in 
Ohio, Michigan, and Indiana, where the 
fly almost destroyed the crop last year, 
will be very much restricted. This,

cornstalks In sections where the 
ground is liable to be bare of snow, 
either from insufficient fall or the 
sweep of winter winds, it is some-times 
very desirable to sow wheat on land 
that bears a crop of corn. This may 
be done in two ways. Where the til- 
lage has been level, the land clear of 
weeds, and the corn stands up, it is 
practicable to drill with a one-horse 
wheat drill and allow the stalks to 
stand until late winter without pastur- 
ing. These catch the snow, and if good 
germination has been secured the crop 
of winter wheat is almost certain. 

It is seldom, however, that this can 
be done, either because of the lodging 
of the corn, the foul nature of the 


ground, or ridge cultivation. The bet- 
ter way is to cut and shock the corn 
and then drill immediately. The disk 


drill is the best impliment for this 
purpose, as properly handled it will se- 
cure a complete covering, except where 
there is a very rank growth of foxtail. 
If, however, a fairly good covering can 
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good stand be secured, you have grown 
winter wheat in the cheapest way that 
it can be grown in the corn states. 

Our own experience, however, justi- 
fies the statement that, other things 
being equal, the crop will be about five 
bushels less per acre than when sown 
on oats stubble, properly prepared, fol- 
lowing the corn crop. 

If, now, we had a spring wheat like 
the Italian in use in Illinois thirty 
years ago, that would mature about the 
same time, we would be able to hedge 
against partial failure of winter wheat 
crops, whether sown on stubble or on 
cornstalks. Can not some of our IIli- 
nois readers tell us where a few bushels 
of this old Italian wheat can be se- 
cured? 





That skim-milk should be fed sweet 
and warm and balanced with shelled 
corn when fed to the steer calf and 
with a mixture of oats and corn or 
flax seed meal when fed to the calf 
intended for dairy purposes.

DEATH OF SIR JOHN B. LAWES. 


The agricultural and scientific world 
is called upon to mourn the death of 








the greatest experimenter in agricul- 
tral lines that ever lived, Sir John B. 
Lawes, who died August 31, at the old 
age of eighty-six years. Born to great 
wealth, proprietor of a fine estate at 
Rothamsted, twenty-eight miles from 
London, he devoted his entire life to 
agricultural experimentation and _ re- 
search, and his home for many years 
has been the Mecca toward which agri- 
cultural students and 
journeyed from all parts of the world. 

We have visited him twice and shall 
never forget the kindly, keen, shrewd, 
observing, and always approachable 
gentieman who delighted most of all 


investigators 


to meet Americans. In conversation 
with him, one day in his study, he 
picked up a volume of selected lectures 
and addresses delivered during his life- 
ume, of which he had some sixty or 
seventy copies bound in elegant bind- 
ing. “Do you know,” said he, ‘that I 
have sent nearly all these volumes to 
America? When you people come to 
see me you are anxious to know all 
about the production of great food and 
meat products that feed the world; 
when my English friends come, many 
of them ask about raising partridges.” 

Speaking of his careful method of 
collecting all the data that could pos- 
Sibly bear upon the subject of agri- 
culture, he said: “I was looking over 
the diary, a few days ago, of my an- 
cestor, who first inherited the title 
from King Charles. He had given the 
king £2,000, and that, you see, is the 
way a good many of our titles began 
In looking over this diary, it occurred 
to me that I would see what notes my 
ancestor had made on the day the king 
was executed in London. The only 
record I found made on that day was: 
‘Cut my first cucumbers today.’ While 
they were cutting the king’s head off 
in London, my ancestor, to whom the 
king gave his title, was cutting his 
first cucumbers.” 

In conversation, we said to him: 
“You are now getting to be an old 
man; have you any son that can carry 
on your work after you are gone?” 
“Alas, no,” said he; “my only soa is 
an artist, who cares for nothing except 
art, and especially sculpture, but I have 
provided for the carrying on of this 
work in my will. I have deeded the 
land and buildings to trustees to be 
selected in perpetuity from the officers 
of the great agricultural societies, and 
I have actually turned over £500,000 to 
them, and I am now simply adminis- 
tering my own estate.” 

The benefits which Sir John B. 
Lawes conferred upon agriculture can 
never be measured, and it Is fortunate 
that by reason of his beneficence his 
work will be carried on in the same 
lines so long as the English govern- 
ment endures. We shall never forget 
the kindly old man who insisted cn 
walking with us a mile to the railroad 
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station, stopping on the way to point 
out to us the club rooms which he had 
provided for the laborers on his farm 
where they could have their own 
amusements in the evening and keep 
free from the temptations to intemper- 
ance furnished by the village. Peace 
be to his ashes. 


RATION FOR YEARLING STEERS. 


A correspondent, of Crystal, Iowa, 
writes: 

“What would be a good ration for 
yearlings and last winter 
calves, so that they will make the best 
possible gain through the winter and 
be in condition to feed on grass and 
marketed about July 1? The calves 
are well bred and have been fed a little 
grain ever since they would eat, are 
on good grass, and getting a bushel 
basketful of snapped sweet corn 
chopped, daily, to five head. The feeds 
on hand consist of timothy, corn fod- 
der, and corn.” 

If our correspondent had plenty of 
clover hay, we would say that the 
cheapest and best ration would be 
clover hay and corn, increasing the 
feed, which now seems to be about six 


steers, 


pounds per day, to eight or ten pounds 
as the winter advances. As he does 
not have clover, we would suggest that 
he add to his present ration oats or 
bran, provided oats can be had at from 
16 to 18 cents per bushel or bran at 
from $8 to $10 per ton. These young 
cattle need a more nitrogenous food 
than they will get in the feeds men- 
tioned after grass fails. 


FALL MANAGEMENT OF FIRST 
CROP CLOVER. 


We are having a number of letters 
from correspondents in different sec- 
tions of the country stating that they 
have very rank clover from this year’s 
sowing on spring grain, and asking 
whether it is safe to mow it for a 
crop of hay. 

We would, advise letting it alone. 
If it is very rank it can be pastured 
moderately in the fall, but the best 
use that can be made of it is to let it 
alone until snow covers the ground, 
then pasture it off during the winter 
with horses or sheep, preferably with 
horses. They will paw it out from 
under the snow, and yearling or two- 
year-old colts will live and get fat on 
winter forage of this kind and will not 
do the clover any serious damage. 


WASTE IN FEEDING GREEN CORN. 


An Iowa correspondent asks: 

“What is the feeding value of sweet 
corn in the dough stage? Is it more 
valuable than field corn? How do they 
compare with ripe corn, especially for 
shoats?” 

As corn when it begins to tassel 
has developed only about one-fifth of 
its substance and the other four-fifths 
are made between tasseling and ma- 
turity, it is apparent at the first glance 
that there is great waste in feeding 
either sweet corn or common field corn 
in the dough stage. 

If our correspondent will take either 
class of corn in the dough stage, kiln 
dry it in the cook stove after the good 
Wife has taken out her bread, until he 
has driven out all the water, and then 
compare it with the same quantity of 
mature corn tested in the same way, 
he will see how great the loss has 
been. 

Corn may be fed profitably, even at 
this loss, in the dough stage as an ap 
petizer or a variety in the diet, or 
when old corn is very high in price 
or can not be bought, and the proba- 
bility is that new corn will be very 
low, but the rule, to which there are 
very few exceptions, indeed, is that 
immature corn is fed at a great waste. 
It is much better to buy old corn at 
5 cents advance than feed new corn 
before it is thoroughly mature or even 
after it is fit to crib. 


TO STOCK A FISH POND. 


A corespondent of Parnell, Iowa, 
writes: “I have a pond on my farm 
that I would like to stock with fish. 
What kind of fish would you advise, 
and how can I get them?” 

If the farmer does not expect to give 
special attention to his fish, about as 
good a Way as any is to go to the near- 
est creek and, like the man in the 
bible, take whatever comes into his 





net, keeping them all the time in fresh 
water, and turn them loose in the 
pond. If he finds that his fish are 
mainly suckers, catfish and other in- 
ferior kinds, he should apply to the 
fish commissioner, Spirit Lake, Iowa, 
and secure fish of a better kind. 

For ordinary pond culture, he will 
find sunfish, crappies, black bass and 
dace the best. We would not advise 
him to grow carp; they are an inferior 
fish unless taken out of the mud and 
fattened on corn as you fatten hogs; 
even then they are not nearly so de- 
sirable as even catfish. 

Th only really good fish we have are 
the carniverous, such as the better 
kinds we have mentioned, and the sole 
value of the inferior kind, such as 
suckers and carp is to furnish food 
for the superior. Moses was right 
when he in substance defined clean fish 
as those that had fins adapted to rapid 
movement, scales to keep themselves 
clean, and teeth to live on animal food. 

A fish pond will never be a source of 
great profit to the ordinary farmer, 
but it will furnish him with excellent 
food, and, if he selects game fish, with 
a good deal of pleasant sport. 





CARE OF THE WEANLING COLT. 


Whether the colt which nature in- 
tended to weigh 1,500 pounds when 
mature wii stop short at 1,300 pounds 
or fill out its share depends very much 
on the care that is given it from wean- 
ing time until grass comes next spring. 
That 200 pounds loss in weight will 
mean about $30 loss in the selling 
value and may be saved just as well 
as not. 

Prior to weaning time the colt 
should be taught to stay by itself or 
with other colts, and taught to eat 
grain and hay and not be wholly de- 
pendent on its mother’s milk. ‘The 
first year lays the foundation of the 
colt. The architecture or the plan of 
its life is determined by the breeding 
and care of the dam before its birth. 
The foundation according to this plan 
of the architect is laid largely during 
the first winter. It is not only cruelty, 
but improvidence of the worst kind to 
compel the colt to live wholly on 
grass and endure the hardships to 
which the yearling and two-year-old 
may be exposed without material in- 
jury. The colt will stand a great deal 
of roughing it and thrive even with 
the roughing provided it has plenty of 
food and of the right kind. 

We would suggest, therefore, that 
the colts be given a small grain ration 
at and after weaning and a generous 
and liberal ration during the winter, 
with freedom from exposure to cold 
rains or storms, and above all things 
else have plenty of exercise. Young 
things can not grow without exercise, 
and to keep the colt shut up in the 
stable and feed it all it can eat is al- 
most as bad in the end as giving it 
plenty of exercise without sufficient 
food. 

For draft purposes, the public is re- 
quiring weight, and weight can not 
be put profitably on the colt unless the 
foundation has been prepared by a 
good generous feed, plenty of exercise, 
and sunlight during the first winter. 
The old notion of wintering young 
colts in the stalk field so that they 
might thereby become hardy is about 
as pure a piece of nonsense as we have 
ever heard. 


THE CLOVER SEED HARVEST. 

We have given considerable space to 
clover seed harvesting in the last week 
or two, but our correspondence shows 
an increasing interest in this subject. 
The following letter from Shelby coun- 
ty, Iowa, no doubt 
thoughts that are in the minds of the 
farmers over a large section of coun- 
try: 

“Please talk to us a little in your 
next issue about the crop of clover now 
maturing. There is in this county a 
large acreage of second crop clover that 
will not be cut for hay. It is seeding 
fairly well. There is no clover seed 
huller here, but one could be secured 
if a few farmers would cut enough cf 
the clover seed crop to make it pay 
a thrasher to move twenty miles or 
so. Should the crop be thrashed from 
the field, or will it be best to cut and 
thrash after the corn is gathered? 


expresses’ the 


What is an average crop of clover seed 
per acre, and what is the prospect for 
the same? I have as yet found no one 
who seems at all posted in this branch 
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of farming, and if you will enlighten us 
your efforts will be appreciated, fo: 
We are sure you would not intention- 
ally lead us astray.” 

We have in our last issue discussed 
fully the method of cutting, thrashing, 
etc., and needs only add that where 
the clover is not badly needed for 
pasture or for hay, we would cut it 
for seed and take chances of getting a 
huller. Wherever there is a large 
amount of seed, hullers will find it to 
their interest to go when they are 
guaranteed plenty of work. If nothing 
better, we would use a thrashing ma- 
chine with a huller attachment which 
and thrasherman will put on if he 
knows he is to have work. 

The average yield of clover seed is 
perhaps less than two bushels. per 
acre, but we would not cut unless there 
was a promise of a yield of something 
like that amount, or say twenty grains 
to the head on a full stand: 

We can not foretell the price, as that 
depends on the crops in other countries 
and the export demand, which in some 
years is great and in other years very 
light, according to the foreign crop. 
However, clover seed at $4.00 per 
bushel, or under, is good stuff to hold, 
and we have always held our own 
rather than sell it for that price. 

In this connection it might be well 
to remind our readers again that the 
Department of Agriculture, Washing- 
ton, D. C., wishes half bushel samples 
from different parts of the West for the 
purpose of testing it for germination 
and purity in order to establish the 
reputation of American clover seed in 
foreign countries and thus increase the 
export demand. We would be very 
glad if our readers would put them- 
selves in communication with Mr. A. P. 
Pieters, Department of Agriculture, Di- 
vision of Botany, Washington, D. C.. 
and express their willingness to fur- 
nish samples. He also desires samples 
of screenings of tailings from thrash- 
ing machines in order that he may de- 
termine more fully tne nature of the 
weed seeds that pollute American 
clover seed. We regard this as a very 
important work in which the farmer 
should co-operate. 





FALL PLOWING STUBBLE LAND. 


A correspondent, of Milford, Neb, 
writes: 

“What do you think of fall plowing? 
I have lots of stubble land that I could 
plow this fall, but do not know what 
to do. I think the stubble will catcn 
lots of snow in the winter, and if I 
plow it it will be like an ash heap 
next spring. The hard south winds of 
this region will whip corn planted on 
this ground when it is two inches or 
more in height, while it will not do 
this on spring plowing. Please give a 
little information on this subject.” 

Whether land should be plowed in 
the fall or spring is a question that will 
not apply to all sections of the coun- 
try. The practical experience of farm- 
ers under their environment or condl- 
tion is a much better guide than any 
advice that can be given by a stranger. 

In our Own practice we favor fall 
plowing because it enables us to get 
rid of noxious weeds and secures a 
better distribution of labor. We have 
grave doubts, however, of the correct- 
ness of the practice either on very 
light soils subject to being wind-swept, 
or heavy soils, particularly south of the 
southern line of Iowa that are liable 
to become soggy, puddled, or sad by 
frequent winter rains. For either of 
these we believe spring plowing would 
be preferable. 

Under the conditions mentioned by 
our correspondent, we think we would 
not plow in the fall if it could possibly 
be avoided. There is more or less lossto 
farmers from wind-sweeping than they 
perhaps imagine. It is the best portion 
of the land that is blown away, and 
while we expect in Nebraska that what 
one man loses he catches from another, 
nevertheless we prefer to have our own 
dirt. There are some sections of Ne- 
braska where the land _ should be 
plowed just as little as possible, and 
where it is disposed to be as loose as 
described by our correspondent, we do 
not know that we would plow at all 
every year. There is no use plowing 
for the sake of plowing. No mah 
should put a plow in the ground with- 
out knowing why he plows, and if 
plowing will not benefit land it may 
as well be omitted until conditions 
arise when it will. 
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REVIEW. 
(Notes on the Sabbath School Lesson 

for September 30, 1900.) 

The lessons of the last quarter cov- 
er the period in the life of Jesus from 
His refusal to permit His friends and 
admirers to take Him by force and 
make Him king—to, or about to, His 
visit to the feast of the dedication in 
the late fall or early winter. 

The first lesson (Matthew 14:22-33) 
is that entitled in the international 
series “Jesus Walking on the Sea.”’ He 
had absolutely refused to be made king 
on the evening after the feeding of the 
five thousand and had constrained His 
disciples to get into a ship and pass 
over to the other side because some 
of them were in sympathy with the 
multitude. He Himself had retired to 
the mountain side for prayer in this, 
one of the crises of His life, and from 
thence went to the rescue of his disci- 
ples caught in a storm on the sea of 
Gallilee, the worst they had ever seen 
in all their fishermen lives. This evi- 
dence of His power over nature which 
Peter shared so long as he kept his eyes 
on the Master in his effort to meet Him 
on the water, and the confession of the 
passengers “‘Of a truth thou are the Son 
of God’ are the striking features of 
this lesson. 

The second lesson (John 6:22-40) oc- 
curs in the synagogue at Capernaum 
the next Sabbath, where those who 
still had faith in Him, wondering how 
he had reached the Capernaum shore, 
came, asking: “Rabbi, when camest 
thou hither?” These men evidently 
had some faith, but were still looking 
for signs and wonders, and had missed 
the true significance of the miracle 
wrought the day before. In the dis- 
course that followed, partly on the 
street and partly in the synagogue, and 
partly on their return, Jesus aimed to 
point them to the fact that He was 
the true life of the soul, that it was 
His mission to give life unto the world, 
and that he that believed on Him 
should never have the desires of his 
soul unsatisfied, concluding with the 
warning that whether they believea 
Him or not, the will of His Father 
would be accomplished. 

The third lesson (Mark  7:24-30) 
gives a remarkable illustration of the 
faith outside of the Jewish nation. A 
descendant of the ancient Canaanites, 
living in Syrophenicia, besought Him 
that He would cast the demon out of 
her daughter. To His reply, “Let the 
children first be filled; for it is not 
meet to take the children’s bread, and 
cast it unto the dogs,” she gives the 
remarkable answer: “That is true, 
but dogs and children alike belong to 
the Master, and the little house dogs 
eat under the table of the children's 
crumbs.” 

Two of the most remarkable events 
in the experience of Peter as a disciple. 
his confession and rebuke, are con 
tained in the fourth lesson (Matthew 
16:13-26). They were now in the coasts 
of Cesarea Philippi where Jesus ha‘ 
retired for the purpose of instructing 
His disciples more fully in the mys- 
teries of the kingdom, but on inqui 
ing of them who men said that He 
was and receiving various answers 
He further inquired: What is your 
opinion? Simon Peter gave, for the 
first time thus far, the full and com 
plete definition of the character of 
Jesus: ‘Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God;” and Jesus replied 
that he did not learn this by intellect, 
by reason, or by information from liv- 
ing man, but by the working of the 
spirit of the Father within him, and in 
one sense on this confession and 
another on Peter himself was to he 
built the church of the future repre- 
senting the kingdom of heaven on 
earth. This is the first time that the 
word “church” occurs either in the 
New or Old Testament. Having elicit- 
ed this confession, this accurate defini- 
tion of His character, from this time 
onward Jesus began to foretell His 
death and_ resurrection. This so 
shocked all the ideas of Peter and th 
other disciples that Peter rebuked Him 
and said that they would not let such 
a calamity come upon Him, which 
brought forth the stern and sharp re- 
buke that he was an adversary; that 
is, he was not thinking in the line of 
the Divine, but looking upon the sub- 
ject purely from the human side. 

One week after this (Luke 9:28-36), 











a week of gloom, discouragement, and 


despondency to the disciples, Jesus 
asks the three best beloved to go with 
him to the mountain top for a season 
of prayer; first, I have no doubt, wiih 
them as a family; second, each for 
himself, and as He prayed and his dis- 
ciples slept the Divine glory of the 
Man made flesh became manifest to the 
disciples, newly awakened, and to their 
astonishment there appeared with Him 
Moses and Elias talking about the de- 
cease which He was about to accom- 
plish and for predicting which Peter 
and John had rebuked Him but a week 
before. This gave Peter and James 
and John a new conception of His work 
and mission, which, however, they 
were not permitted to reveal to the 
rest until after the predicted event 
had occurred. 

The sixth and seventh lessons (Mat- 
thew 18:1-14 18:21-35) are part of the 
evening’s familiar discussion with the 
twelve, probably in Peter’s house in 
Capernaum, after their return irom 
the Mount of Transfiguration. On the 
way they had disputed about who 
should be the greatest, and Jesus, tak- 
ing a little child, probably Peter’s, set 
him in the midst of them as a symbol 
of the greatest because the most hum- 
ble, most teachable, and most anx- 
ious to do the will of his parents, Sti!l 
further, taking him as an illustration, 
He points out the danger ever present 
to them of weakening the faith of 
those who have but little faith by not 
recognizing even the smallest faith, 
and He assures them that, weak as the 
faith of men may be, it is constantly 
recognized by the Father in Heaven 
whose will is that not one of these 
weakest in faith should ever perish. 

The discussion then leads to the 
duty of Christian brethren to forgive 
each other their offenses. Peter, who 
no doubt felt that in forgiving seven 
times he was going to the utmost limit, 
asked: ‘‘How often shall my brother 
sin against me, and I forgive him?” 
Jesus replies, Always, and then illus- 
trates the subject by citing the case 
of the man who had been forgiven an 
enormous sum, in our money $9,000,009, 
because he asked to be forgiven, but 
who forthwith arrested and brought be- 
fore the magistrate and had cast into 
prison one of his fellow servants who 
owed him the small sum of 100 penze, 
in our money about $15.00, because he 
could not pay it at once. This so out- 
raged the feelings of his fellow ser- 
vants that they brought the matter to 
the attention of the master who at 
once called before him the ungrateful 
servant, cancelling his forgiveness, 
and delivered him to the tormentors, 
ending with “So likewise shall My 
Heavenly Father do also unto you, if 
ye from vour hearts forgive not every 
one his brother their trespasses.’”’ There 
are no two subjects upon which ihe 
church needs more full and compi-te 
instruction than these two; the duty 
of nursing the weak faith of those who 
wish to but scarcely hope that they 
believe in Christ, and the crucifixion 
of the revengeful spirit , the prolific 
source of so many divisions in the 
church of God. 

The eighth lesson (John 9:1-17), that 
of the man born blind, occurred at Jc- 
rusalem at the feast of thanksgiving 
and lead to the charge that Jesus was 
violating the Sabbath by making mo) 
tar on that holy day and anointing 
the eyes of the blind. The lesson atf- 
fords a striking example of the wilful 
blindness of those who shut their eyes 
to the truth. 

This is followed by the allegory 
Jesus the good shepherd (John 10:1-16) 
in which He points out clearly that H« 
is the door of the sheep; that He is 
also the shepherd, the head of ail un- 
der-shepherds, and in this He contrasts 
His shepherding with the conduct of 
the professed shepherds who had cast 
the poor blind man out of the syna- 
gogue, depriving him of the means of 
making an honest living or even hon- 
estly begging, and exposing him to the 
ridicule, reproach, and contempt of 
men, closing with the assurance that 
the relation between even such lowly 
ones as this and the Saviour was like 
the relationship which exists between 
Him and the Father. ; 

Following this, in jts place in the 
lesson but really occurring a week or 
two’ beforehand, is the mission of the 
seventy (Luke 10:1-11; 17-20), a mis- 
sion much as that of the twelve had 





been before but for a briefer period, 
in greater haste, and without the full 
miraculous powers with which tlic 
twelve had been endowed. This mis- 
sion seems to have been wonderfully 
successful, ‘‘And the seventy returned 
again with joy, saying, Lord, even the 
devils are subject unto us through Thy 
rame.” Christ predicis the downfall 
of Satan, and the full and complece 
establishment of His kingdom on 
earth, but warns the seventy that tne 
great matter of rejoicing for them vas 
that their names were written in Heav- 
en and'they should be the sharers of 
the kingdom. 

In the eleventh lesson( uke 10:25- 
37) we have the story of the well 
meaning Jewish rabbi who had hoped 
to work his way to Heaven by ful- 
filling completely ali the command- 
ments of the law. Jesus, by the para- 
ble of the good Samaritan, teaches 
him that the love to the neighbor re- 
quired in the last commandments was 
not limited to his own class, nor to 
the Jew, but to the Samaritan and all 
inferiorse—man universal. Especially 
good reading is this to men in these 
days who are, like this well meaning 
lawyer, trying to work their way to 
Heaven, : 

Jesus wuS now in Peraea, not tar 
from Jerusalem, but across on the east 
side of the Jordan ir the dominion 
of Herod. In the course of one of His 
discourses urging the strenuous Chris- 
tian life upon all who heard Him, some 
fellow who thought he could use the 
influence of the great rabbi in the set- 
tling of a lawsuit broke in with a re- 
quest that He speak to his brother 
that he divide the inheritance with 
him (Luke 12:13-23). Jesus takes this 
occasion to rebuke covetousness which 
lay at the bottom of this man’s re- 
quest by the story of the rich fool, cr 
the man who thought he could satisfy 
the hunger of his soul with earthly pos- 
sessions, forgetful of the fact that tivis 
night that soul might be required cf 
him. 

The lesson of the quarter concludes 
with the Jesson on the duty of living 
an intensely earnest Chistian life, ever 
on the watch for opportunitiés of doing 
good and for resisting the temptations 
that come from without, which will 
be found in Luke 12:25-46. 


GET RID OF THE MIDWAY. 

Ever since the World’s Fair of 1893 
there has flowed through the Western 
states a stream of pollution which no 
other word perhaps expresses so well 
Why it should be 
called the Midway, we can form no 
possible conception. It is not midway 
between civilization and barbarism, but 
barbarism itself. If it showed us the 
good side of barbarism as well as the 
vice,thoughtful men might take a philo- 
sophic interest in it. The preferred 
vehicle, or rather sewer, for spreading 
these vices of barbarism among plain, 
honest, sober-minded people of tie 
type of the Western granger has been 
the state and county agricultural fairs 
and waat is known as street fairs. I: 
is a shame that such exhibitions have 
been permitted in a single instance 
among such a people as the Western 
farmers. 

We were very sorry to learn that the 
management of the Iowa Agricultura! 
Society permitted the Midway this 
year even on one corner of the grounds 
devoted to improvement in agriculture, 
live stock, and agricultural life and 
manners While it was guaranteed, 
and no doubt in the best faith, that 
this show would be decent, we think 
the management saw, this time at 
least, that neither decency nor honesty 
is possible in a Midway. The only 
way to reform it is to take Shakes 
peare’s advice to players and “reform 
it altogther,” that is, do away with it 
completely. The Midway as at present 
conducted is altogether evil, incapable 
of reform, and should not be tolerated 
by any association that has claims to 
decency or to the patronage of decent 
people. 

It will take at least one generation 
of sober living and Christian education 
to get rid of the foul associations sug- 
gested by the Midways that have dis- 
graced so many agricultural society 
and street fairs in the towns and cities. 
Evil of this kind should not be tam- 
pered with nor encouraged in any shape 
or form. Where it can not be con- 
trolled, it should be driven to the 
slums and White Chapels of the cities 
where it can hold fit companionship 
with the brothels and low dives. We 
feel quite sure that the Iowa State 


as the “Midway.”’ 
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Board of Agriculture to be will not tol- 
erate this sewage of barbarism an- 
other year. 


PREVENTION AND CURE. 


It would be a great thing if every 
disease affecting live stock were under 
complete control. This, however, will 
never be. In recent years physicians 
among men and live stock as well are 
turning their attention to prevention 
rather than cure. What the farmer 
needs more than anything else today 
is not how to cure cholera, lung fever, 
costiveness, and rheumatism among 
hogs, or abortion and _ tuberculosis 
among cattle, or stomach worms, lung 
worms, etc., among sheep, but to know 
how to select and care for the different 
animals on his farm that they will not 
be liable to disease. He should under- 
stand the conditions and circumstances 
under which the different classes of his 
life stock are infected with disease, 
how to prevent them, and so care for 
them that disease is not liable to se- 
cure a foothold. He should know the 
different breeds and strains that have 
shown themselves least susceptible to 
the various kinds of diseases, or, in 
other words, that have the greatest re- 
sisting power, and should so arrange 
his feeding and care that they will have 
as little to resist as possible. 

To illustrate: Cattle that have a 
vigorous ancestry and are not closely 
stabled, or, in case they are stabled, 
have dry sleeping places, and plenty 
of ventilation, are not at all likely to 
contract tuberculosis. Calves that are 
dropped in dry and moderately warm 
stables and are kept scrupulously clean 
are not liable to contract calf cholera. 
particularly if their dams have been fed 
on thoroughly healthy food. Hogs 
that are fed on a balanced ration and 
have dry and moderately warm sleep- 
ing places are not likely to eontract a 
number of diseases which pass under 
the name of cholera, and sheep that 
have frequent change of pasture and 
are not kept in too large flocks are 
almost universally healthy. No skil! 
of man can give absolute insurance 
against disease, but proper sanitation, 
proper feed, and the right kind of shel- 
ter will go very far to minimize the 
losses which are considerable even in 
the season when stock are the health- 
iest. An ounce of prevention is worth 
a carload of cure.

aim of the government has been from 
the first to secure information upon 
which, if necessary, to discourage in 
vestment in Jocalities not adapted to 
profitable sugar growing, as well as to 
stimulate the industry in favored se 
tions. Mr. Saylor reports a very gen 
eral interest and much progress In best 
raising and sugar making. 

The document, which will later be 
distributed extensively by congressmen, 
is full of interest. The author says in 
part: 

“The major part of the preparation 
of the soil can be done in the fall, 
giving weed and grass seeds a chance: 
to germinate and thus be destroyed, 
and giving the soil a better chance to 
become mellow and friable through 
freezing. But the main and most bene- 
ficial effect of a sugar-beet crop in a 
rotation is the excellent condition in 
which it leaves the soil for following 
with any other crop. The deep plow 
ing required, the necessarily intense 
cultivation employed, and the clean 
condition in which the ground is left 
will show their good effects on the 
land for several seasons. Farmers 
throughout the sugar-beet region fully 


understand and appreciate the great 
benefits from growing sugar beets 
Experience teaches them two things 


clearly: (1) The beet crop will pay. 
(2) All crops are materially benefited 
by this good cultivation. Many farm- 
ers successfully grow sugar beets fol- 
lowing corn, and, in fact, it is as good 
a practice as any, if not the best, when 
possible. It takes only a little more 
work to prepare the ground, and the 
beet crop gets the benefit of the culti- 
vation of the land during the previous 
year. We have only to investigate the 
conditions prevailing in localities tha 
are limited to one or even two kinds 
of crops to see the disadvantage of 
limited crop resource. 

“There is no better settled propo- 
sition than that the manufacture of 
beet sugar affords an opportunity for 
establishing stock feeding and dairy- 
ing on the most economical and suc 
cessful basis. The beet pulp is a cheap 
feed, and in a food ration gives re- 
sults not attained by any other element 





Pacific coast covered with the dairy in- 


dustry and milk trains running to 
San Francisco, where nothing of th 


kind existed before the introduction ot 
the pulp, and where they were not 
possible without it. I have studied 
very carefully the history of the start 
ing of all the factories in this country, 
and without exception it has been dif- 
ficult to get the farmers in the begin- 
ning to contract to raise the beets, bui 
after an experience of one or two years 
it ceases to be a question as to Wau 
can be induced to sign the contracts, 
and becomes a question among the 
farmers as to Who can secure the con- 
tracts. 

“Egyptian clover is a new legume 
which may take an important place in 
American farming. It is not, strictly 
speaking, a new legume, for it has 


been introduced at various times into 
his country and has been tried at 
many of the Experiment Stations as 
well as offered by seedsmen, but it has 
a been a failure. This, according 
t Jared Smith, of the Agricultural 
LD iment, a man exceptionally weil 


iniuocmed on the legumes, seems solely 
due to our lack of information as to 
its manner of growth. It is the great 
fodder crop of Egypt, and as a catch 
crop it is considered in Egypt the su- 
perior of any other plant. Its 
have, however, been entirely misunder- 
stood in this country. Instead of being 
adapted to summer culture, winter cul- 
ture is necessary for its success. Hot 
weather kills or seriously injures the 
plants. In Egypt the seed is sown 
upon the mud left after the subsidance 
of the Nile or upon soil previously 
overflowed by irrigation ditches. It is 
sown toward the end of October, and 
the first cuttings can be made after 45 
or 50 days. If planted in October it is 
often left in the soil until the follow- 
ing June and five cuttings taken.

We should give this plant a fair 
chance here in the United States,’ said 
Mr. Smith. ‘It has been tried not ex- 
perimented with. Burning hot weather 
will kill it as well as it will kill crimson 
clover. We know of four varieties of 
this clover, and it is safe to say in a 
zeneral way that if it forms such a 
staple forage crop in Egypt, it is move 
than likely to be of some use here. 





A correspondent of the Journal takes 
issue with the recommendation, assert- 
ing that while the dragon, fly may be 
a mosquito killer he is also a greatly- 
to-be-feared enemy of the bee raiser, 
and annually kills large numbers of the 
industrious and _ profitable’ insects. 
Therefore, he urges, it is to be hoped 
the department will not undertake any 
dragon-fly propagation. 

As a matter of fact, the officials of 
the Department of Agriculture say that 
the dragon-fly interview was entirely 
unauthorized and incorrect in its state- 
ments, and that the dragon fiy does not 
prey upon either mosquitos or honey 
bees to any appreciable extent. The 
dragon fly eats Some mosquitos, but he 
also eats hundreds of other insects. 

However this may be, the department 
is not going into projects of any kind, 


however apparently enticing, until 
thorough experiment has been made, 


first on a small and again on a large 

scale.

The ground should be plowed some 
time before seeding (as for wheat) that 
it may settle, but if freshly plowed can 
be improved by going over it with a 
float. The best state of tilth attain- 
able is highly important. The nearer the 
ground can be made like a garden and 
the more even and level before drilling 
in or sowing the the better. A 
majority favor drilling, but other very 
successful growers sow broadcast and 
harrow in lightly; and some fall plant, 
while others prefer the spring for seed- 
ing. I favor the fall, if the ground 
can be prepared and rains sufficiently 
moisten the soil by September Ist to 
15th, butam aware that ample moisture 
can he expected in the spring, there- 
fore, a good stand is surer. But a fall 
start brings a seed crop a year sooner, 
and the grass gets dominant in ad 
vance of noxious vegetation. It is not 
easily winter-killed if the fall is not 
unfavorable and the ground was early 
plowed. I do not like the hoe-drill so 
well as a shoe-drill, nor the eight- 
inch so well as the six-inch-apart drill 
rows, though some have used the for- 
mer with satisfactory results. 

The quantity planted per acre varies 
from a peck to three pecks when pro 
ducing seed is the paramount object, 
and from three pecks to a bushel and 
upward when pasture alone is sought. 
A half bushel per acre, when seed 
crops are the first consideration and it 
is drilled in, is enough on rightly pre- 
pared ground, for then every seed is 
covered; if showers follow’ harrow- 
ing in, almost every seéd will sprout 
and take root. An inch is ample depth 
to drill, and, if the ground surface is 
uniformly leveled, scarcely any of the 
seed is put too deep. When harrowed 


seed 





in, the harrow should be set to run as 
for millet and similar light seed. The 
seed should be cleaned and freed from 
cheat and weed seed, if possibile, be- 
fore planting. 

Fescue is ready for cutting for seed 
right after wheat, with the self-bind- 
ing harvester, and is shocked as are 
wheat and oats. The bundles are some- 
what ragged in appearance and bulky 
at the butts because of the heavy blade 
growth, the straw of which is valuable 
winter fed for cattle. It is stacked 
or threshed out of the shock by the 
regular thresher men, and the cost per 
bushel ranges from the wheat charge 
to double the same, according to the 
quantity. If sold, the seed is taken 
from the threshing machine direct to 
the railroad, loaded in cars, in two 
bushel bags, and shipped. 

The points in favor of raising this 
grass in the portion of Kansas where 
it best thrives are several and sub- 
stantial. It is not especially risky nor 
expensive for seed and labor to get a 
stand; the same implements and ma- 
chinery used for other crops are em- 
ployed in its planting and harvesting; 
the seed is a fairly profitable crop in 
itself with a yield near the average, 
and at a price of from 3% to 4 cents 
per pound; the straw after threshing 
(probably one-fourth of a ton per acre) 
leads all other straw for roughage, and 
stock clean it up with avidity. 


A Chicken Pasture.

People who have 
daily mail will write from two to ten 
times as many letters as those that 
have their mail but once a week, and 


the cancellation of the stamps on these 
letters will increase the revenue of 
fourth-class postmasters at whose of- 
fice they are cancelled. 

The saloon keepers are usually strong 
opponents of rural delivery. They wish 
to have the farmers come to town as 
often as possible so as to come within 
the reach of their temptations. The 
farmer’s wife who gives him a letter to 
post, and he does not post it untill 
after he has visited the saloon, is not 
likely to write many letters in the 
future. 

Free delivery can be obtained from 
almost any railroad postoffice where 
one hundred heads of families, which 
can oe reached in a twenty to twenty- 
cight-mile drive in one day, will sign 
a petition setting forth the character 
of the country, the roads, the popula- 
tion, and provide themselves with the 
secure metal lock boxes required by 
the department. Many rural delivery 
routes fail because they insist on pro- 
viding any kind of a box or tin can 
for the deposit of the mail. The boxes 
provided by the government cost $3.50 
apiece, and could not be provided at 
retail for much than twice the 
amount. They have one opening for 
the mail carrier, whose key fits every 
box on the route, and another opening 
for the farmer to deposit his mail, 
money for the purchase of money or- 
ders, stamps, etc. 

We believe the government is entire- 
ly right in insisting on this kind of 
a box, and it is to the farmer’s interest 
to provide it. and he should be satis- 
fied with nothing else. Money placed 
in a box of this kind is perfectly se- 
cure, and bis mail cannot be tampered 
with by anybody. Some of our readers 
seem to have the impression that the 
agent of the department has some 
selfish interest in insisting on this kind 


iess 


of a box. In this they are entirely mis- 
taken 

When the petition is forwarded a 
copy of the same should be sent to 


the member of Congress from the dis- 
trict in which the route proposed is 
to be established, and if the route in- 
cludes part of two congressional dis- 
tricts, a copy of the petition should be 
sent to the congressman representing 
each. 

Upon receipt of the petition a special 
ageut is detailed by the department 
to visit the location and map out a 
route, and to select mail carriers. Ru- 
ral carriers will take with them on 
a round a supply of stamps, postal 
sards, etc.; will be authorized to give 
receipts for postal orders, and when 
the patrons of the delivery so desire it, 
will inclose orders when granted in 
addressed envelopes confided io ‘heir 
charge. 

The inauguration of rural delivery 
involves a good deal of work in this 
office in the line of changing the ad- 
dresses of our readers from postoffices 
to the various routes now being estab- 
lished all over the country, but we 
believe it will be a great benefit to our 
readers, for whatever promotes intcl- 
ligence helps build up the cause of 
agriculture, and the more intelligent 
the community, the greater prosperity 
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to the paper conducted on the lines in 
which we are aiming to conduct Wal- 
laces’ Farmer. 


“The Conquest of Arid America.” 


One of the most readable books that 
has come to our table for some time 
is “The Conquest of Arid America,” 
by William E. Smythe, published by 
Harper & Brothers, New York and 
London. If any one wishes to have 
a clear idea of the undeveloped re- 
sources of the arid region, broadly out- 
lined as that lying west of the 97th 
meridian, or west of a line drawn due 
worth from the west side of the Gulf 
of Mexico, he would do well to pro- 
cure and carefully study this volume. 

The author believes that this west- 
ern half of the United States which 
now contains less than five millions of 
people is better than the half east of 
it containing about sixty-five millions; 
better because it has a more healthy 
climate and has greater mineral re- 
sources; but chiefly because it will 
under co-operative settlement, the only 
settlement practical for farmers in 
a country where farming is done ex- 
clusively by irrigation, develop a bet- 
ter social, political, and religious life, 
and, therefore, a higher average man- 
hood. 

The book contains what seems to be 
a conservative statement of the re- 


sources of each state in the mountain - 


The author has evidently per- 
sonally investigated all these staies 
and knows whereof he affirms. It is 
a book that every farmer may read 
with profit. In fact, we know of no 
other book which contains in so small 
space so much valuable information 
regarding the desert half of the United 
States.

Ingalls on Grass. 

“Grass is the forgiveness of nature— 
her constant benediction. Fields tram- 
pled with battle, saturated with blood, 
torn with ruts of cannon, grow green 
again with grass, and carnage is for- 
gotten. Streets abandoned by traffic 
become grass-grown like rural lanes, 
and are obliterated. Forests decay, 
harvests perish, flowers vanish, but 
grass is immortal. Beleagured by the 
sullen hosts of winter, it withdraws 
into the impregnable fortress of its 
subterannean vitality, and emerges up- 
on the first solicitation of spring. Sown 
by the winds, by wandering birds, 
propagated by the subtle horticulture 
of the elements which are its ministers 
and servants, it softens the rude out- 
line of the world. Its tenacious fibers 
hold the earth in its place, and prevent 
its soluble components from washing 
into the wasting sea. It invades the 
solitude of deserts, climbs the inaces- 
ible slope and forbidding pinnacles of 


mountains, modifies climates, and de- 
termines the history, character and 
destiny of nations. Unobtrusive and 


patient it has immortal vigor and ag- 
gression. Banished from the thorough- 
fare and the field, it bides its time to 
return, and when vigilance is relaxed, 
or the dynasty has perished, it silently 
resumes the throne from which it has 
been expelled, but which it never abdi- 
sates. It bears no blazonry of bloom 
to charm the senses with fragrance or 
splendor, but its homely hue is more 
enchanting than the lily or the rose. 
It yields no fruit in earth or air, and 
yet, should its harvest fail for a single 
year, famine would depopulate the 
world.” 





The Brain of the Brood Sow. 

Stock critics are inclined to overlook 
the disposition and mental equipment 
in the selection of breeding stock, and 
in the same way doctors are quite like- 
medicine without tak- 
ing due account of the mental equip- 
ment of their patients. If mind domt- 
nates the body in the human being to 
so great an extent that the disease is 
oftef in the mind, we do not see why 
the mind, or we would say the brain, 
of the lower animals should not be 
taken into account in making selec- 
tions. The following, from an Eastern 
breeder, of whose name we unfortun- 
ately failed to make note, shows that 
some breeders, at least, take into ac- 
count the mental as well as the physi- 
cal requirements of animals which 
they select for breeding purposes: 

Experience will select a sow that has 
a large, powerful jaw, so she can 
grind well the food, and prepare it for 
the stomach so that it will be easily 
digested and assimilated without im- 


ly to administer 
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pairing the health of animal. Brain will 
be considered. It must be large and 
active. Its size may be determined by 
distancing from center of eyes to top 


of poll and width of poll on top. Its 
activity may be known by move of the 
eyelids and snap of the eyes, as well 


as the rapid revolutions of the jaw. I 
would give one-third more for the brood 
sow which makes three revolutions of 
the jaw while her sister makes two, 


all other things being equal. The 
whole animal machine is in keeping 
with the power and activity of the 
brain. Her underpinning wili be o1 
medium length, well set apart, nicely 
tapering, toes close together. If sne 


breaks a little in feet in feeding don’t 
reject her. This is only a sign of a 
good feeder, one that will take on two 
pounds a day and turn out machines 
like herself. Body should be long and 
deep, insuring large cut of bacon. The 
breeder will be very careful to select 
a sire to couple brood sow with pos- 
sessing as near as possible the same 
characteristics as sow, He won’t fol- 
low the foolish notions, going the 
rounds of having alarge, open brood sow 
and a compact boar. While he will get 
good pigs, even size, with that cross, 
yet look at the scattering in evenness 
of size that will follow the offspring 
of these pigs. He will have as many 
different sizes as he has pigs 

We quote the above because we be- 
lieve that the breeder in this case is 
exactly right and, furthermore, because 
we wish to train our readers into a 
closer observation of the mental quall- 
fications of the different breeds of live 
stock.

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A “Common Sense” and a “Dollar 
and Cents” View of the Corn 
Fodder Question. 

To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

in our county are two neighbors who 
farm about the same number of acres 
and keep about the same amount of 
stock. On one farm there has been fed 


200 bushels of corn more than on the 
other. On this farm thirty to forty 
tons of marketable hay has been fed 
out. On the other farm, no hay was 
fed. This covers a year just passed. 
The corn today is worth $80. The hay 
could have been sold for $245, making a 
total of excess fed on this farm 
amounting to $335. On the other farm, 
instead of hay, a mixed combination of 
roughness composed largely of corn 
fodder, some unthrashed oats, balance 
pea and bean straw. Notice please 
that except the seed in the unthrashed 
oats, all this mixture is a waste product 
on most farms. 

We balance the handling of the one 
against the other but charge $1 per ton 
for cutting and crushing the mixea 
stuff with $35, and 100 bushels of oats 
in the unthrashed oats $20, total $55. 
Taking this from the excess on the 
other farm we have a net saving of 
$280. The manner of cutting and crush- 
ing this feed has been described in 
these columns. 

Another item of profit: the second 
farmer sold twenty tons of this mixed 
feed for $6 per ton and bought back 
the manure it made at 25 cents a load. 
That is not all. At no part of the year 
did the first farmer have a fat horse 
or fat cow brute. On the other farm, 
the horses and cattle are now an@ have 
been fat. Buyers after them every 
week. 

Why there is this difference in the 
physical condition of the animal is 
very simple. Number one overfeeds of 
a heating concentrated animal food. It 
is an unbalanced, constipating ration, 
the excess of carbo-hydrates (heating 
quality) burns up the cooling laxative 
elements in the food, while it is passing 
through the animal and a large per 
cent (which in extreme cases amounts 
to more than half of the rood value) of 
the nutritive quality of the feed 
passes into the manure pile instead of 
into animal energy, meat or milk. Be- 
sides the actual waste, the animals are 
injured. 

The other farmer feedssparingly of 2 
bulky, nutritious, nitrogenous and mu- 
cilaginous or slightly laxative food 
that keeps bowels, kidneys and sxin in 
an ideal condition and the food ele- 
ments are thus properly digested and 
assimilated by the animals and with 
a minimum of waste 

Animals fed under the first system 
are small boned and small bodied. Un- 
der the other, heavy boned and grow 
large bodies. We cite a case in point 
to prove this. On farm No. 2 is a 5- 
year-old-horse of mixed breeding, 
weighing 1,500 pounds. His owner has 
refused $160 for him. Farmer No. 1 
has no horse on his farm that would 
sell for $80. The cattle on the two 
farms show like results. So much for 
the “Dollars and Cents.’’ 

Now for the “Common Sense” of 1t. 
Farm No. 1 shows conditions that ap- 
ply to 90 per cent of our farms to-day. 
No farm papers to bring them weekly 
the ripe fruits of experience and exper- 
iments; no efforts to advance; no study 
into why things seem to be going back- 
wards; no brain work, but too much 
body work, drudging along in ruts and 
check holes. Farm No. 2—an intelli- 
gent effort is made to master the facts, 
both scientific and practical awu to ap- 
ply them to the every day farm life 
With each morning’s sunshine this far- 
mer looks for something better than he 
has. 

The works of Professor Henry on 
“Feeds and Feeding,’ of Professor 
Shaw on “Forage Crops” are consulted 
with the zeal that a doctor studies his 
text books. One is a progressive far- 
mer, the other is not. ° 

We repeat that every day the evi- 
dence accumulates that America is to 
produce the choice meats for the 
world’s best meat trade and base the 
statement upon one fact principally.

Chicago merchants are in the midst of their 
autumn trade, and large shipments are now 
being made to all parts of the west and south 
The movement compares favorably with former 
years, and there are few complaints regarding 


collections. Country merchants send in good 
accounts of trade, and they contirm their good 
reports by the purchases made of various lines 
of merchandise. Shipments of curreney are be 
ng made from this city to country points in 
fair amounts, but the call for funds is not 
ere ing very fast. General interest is felt 
«xarding the approaching presidential election, 





nd, as is always the case, trade is restricted 
a certain eXtent, politics tending to make 





sume buyers conservative. riowever, the ag- 
gregate sales are liberal, and the good crops 
tend to develop a good trade in farm tools 
ind other articles for the farm. The govern- 


ment crop report was read with general inter- 
est, and its influence was at once observed in 
prices for grain. Less improvement was shown 


in the condition of wheat than was expected, 
and corn declined over 6 points during August

range steers at $3.80 to $4.75. The cheaper lots 
of native steers are sold to dressed beef cor 
cerns at $4.50 to $5, but the greater part of 
the cattle cross the scales a good deal above 
$5. There are plenty of ordinary cattle in the 
country, but the supply of choice beeves is be 
lieved to be short This fact should encourage 


feeders to make their cattle fat before sending 
to market. 

As is always the case at this season of the 
year, little pigs are falling victims to the 
so-called hog cholera,’’ and plenty of sick 
pigs are coming on the market, while other 
that are healthy are shipped because they 
have been exposed to the disease. A few d 
since a drove of 60-pound pigs sold at $4.20 to a 
Chicago packer. Too free feeding on new corn 
is believed to be the cause of much of the sick 
ness among the pigs. The hog receipts are not 
particularly large, and a lively demand fror 


the Chicago packers and eastern shippers 
causes prices to rule very high. Sales are 
far above the prices paid in recent years, and 
provisions are firm in sympathy. The_lighter 


weight hogs are selling at a premium, the 
English packers having a strong preferen¢ 
for droves that average around 165 pounds All 
good droves are in active demand, however 
ommand high figures. Hogs sell at $4.85 
IS, largely at $5.15 to $4.30. 

s is the season for marketing sheep and 
lambs from the distant western ranges, and 
they are coming forward with a rush. Fortu 
nately for the owners, however, there is a very 
strong demand from all classes of purchaser 

and this has put prices 25 cents higher for 
the desirable flocks of both sheep and lamb 

The demand from western farmers for sheep 
from the ranges to fatten is simply enormous, 
and great numbers of thin flocks have heen 
taken at prices that look pretty high to con 
servative people. The export trade is also 
on a liberal scale, and big flocks of western 
sheep have been taken to ship across the 








water. Oregon is shipping in a good man 
sheep, and so is Nevada. Sheep sell at $3 
to $4 and lambs at $3.50 to $5.90. Feeders pay 
$4.50 to $4.65 for lambs and $3.60 to $3.75 for 
sheep. 

Just now a good many horses are wanted 
for export to Belgium. The other day an 


Antwerp buyer took sixty horses in the Chi 
cago market at a range of $90 to $160 per 
head. They were 1,300 to 1,500 pound chunks 
There is considerable demand for prime heavy 
drafters to ship to the lumber regions at a 
range to $160 to $225. The general horse trade 
has picked up considerable, and prime heavy 
drafters and export chunks are in excellent 
demand. The inquiry for drivers is strong, 
but farm chunks still sell slowly at $45 to $75. 
There is a good demand for butter, especially 
from jobbers and retailers, and receivers man- 
age to keep their cellars cleaned without much

Hens and Puillets. 


In laying the plans for winter eggs 
it should be understood that pull 


should be put under different treatinent 


than that given to old hens Pulie 

are not easily made overtat Phey 
are growing right up to the verge oi 
Winter and everybody knows hat 


growing stock of no Kind is labile tu 
become excessively fat even under ver) 
liberal feeding When the pullet 
eases to grow she begins to lay, and 
the excess of food is diverted to the 
production of eggs. If the pullets 
not lay in winter the cause Is neariy 
always to be found in something cls 
than overteeding 

There has been much controversy on 
the subject of feeding laying hens. We 
believe a better understanding would 
be brought about if a distinction were 
made between hens and pulle ts. \ 
short time ago an acquaintance took us 
severely to task for advising caution 
in feeding the hens at the outstart 
the winte! He said he had his hens 
in a pen which opened on the barn 
Yaru last winter and they had access 
to the barn cleanings trom morning 
till night. This litter contained several 
times as much corn and oats as Lu 
flock could eat and yet he had im 


abundance of eggs all winte By close 
questioning we found out that this min 
did not have any hens at all in that 
pen. They were ail pull Which took 


up their quarters there of their own ; 
cord among some calves More than 
that we drew out from him that the 
hens which were in the poultry hous 
and fed ail they would eat didn't lay 
a dozen eggs in three months 

A large proportion of the hens which 
have had a free range on the farm w li 
be very fat at the beginning of the 
winter. If the mixed ration provided 
by nature, together with the roaming 
habit necessary to obtain it, could he 
continued, this would not put a ston 
page to the eggs, if the housing was 
such as would give them comfort. But 
a furious winter storm comes on vind 
the hens are transferred immediatel) 
from the range to the narrow space ol 
the poultry house. Now we cannot sup- 
ply them with a ration equal to that 
which they have been getting on the 
range. The best equipped poultrym in 
in the world can't do it But we can 
prepare an artificial substitute which 
will in a limited degree take its place 
On most farms no attempt is made 
this even. The hens are given grain 
with a free hand, and this piles on the 
fat and brings the egg making ma- 
chinery to a standstill. 

Hens wil! lay in winter even though 
the feed consists of nothing but grain. 
They will lay better on a mixed ration, 
but the tarmer can confidently calcu- 
late upon winter eggs in paying quan- 
tities if he feeds nothing but corn, 
wheat and oats, but he must feed with 
care for the first three weeks after the 
change from the summer to the winter 
conditions. We want to be understood 
as speaking of hens now, not puliets 
and yet this must not be taken as a 
license to throw all prudence aside 
With regard to the latter 


Full Blood and Half Blood. 

Genuine scrub chickens have pretty 
nearly disappeared from the Western 
farms. You can scarcely find a farm 
flock which fails to show evidence of 
some improved blood. In most cases 
ii is Plymouth Rock blood in combina- 
tion with that of the old time nativ 
but the outcroppings of other good 
breeds are frequently seen, notably) 
those of the Wyandottes, Langshan 
and Light Brahmas. Western farmers 
have very generally drawn the line on 
the unmitigated scrub, and have con 
fessed the superiority of the full bloods 
to the extent of stocking their prem- 
ises with mongrels. This is a long 
step forward,and if the foundation stock 
was not altogether disreputable the 
hens of this mixed blood are by no 
means a bad lot with which to star: 
poultry keeping in a sensible way. 

We believe it is possible to be a littl: 
too radical in the contention for full 
bloods. As the result of something 
which he has read or seen, a farmer is 
awakened to the fact that he has let 
slip the opportunity to make something 
worthy of his attention from the chick 
ens. Realizing the necessity of a 


change of methods, he seeks informa- 
tion of some one who by reason of his

experience in this line of work is in 

position to give him advice which 
will start him on the right track. Th's 
person is an extremist in his ideas 
about full bloods He believes that 
nothing which is in the slightest de- 
gree tainted with mongrelism should 
be tolerated by anybody. The advice 
Which the farmer receives from this 
quarter is to cast aside his flock of 
mixed fowls and begin the new order 


of things with full bloods. And the 
fariner often considering the cost of 
making this change is very apt to make 
up his mind to let matters drift along 


in the old way. 

Hens which are the product of a cross 
of any of the breeds above named wiih 
common or native stock will prove 
good winter layers if housed and cared 
for in a proper manner, A farmer hav- 
ing such a flock need not hesitate vo 
trust to them. If they fail to give him 
paying returns it will be because of 
some mistake in his treatment. 

What We have said is not to be taken 
as an argument against full bloods, 
though possibly some one May so con- 
strue it We advise everybody to keep 
tull bloods, but we can see that it ‘s 
plainly to the interest of many people 
to pass from natives to full bloods by 


teps and not at a single bound. 


Frosty Walls. 


A poultry house which is built late 
in the fall, particularly if there has 
been much rain just in advance of the 
winter, will be a damp house, and the 
walls will be pig kly coated with frost 
in cold weather. And the warmer (he 
house is the aanea it will be, as there 
will be more or less evaporation from 
the moist floor even in mid-winter. If 
it is the intention to build a new poul- 
try house for use during the coming 
winter it should be got under cover in 
September and the doors and windows 
left open while the weather is warm 
and dry later in the fall. The same 
applies to the filling in of an old poul- 


try house with fresh earth lf this 
work is delayed until November there 
Vill be frosty walls in winter which no 


amount of airing at that time will en- 
tirely overcome. When this frost melts 
the atmosphere of the poultry house 
will be reeking with moisture, and 
pretty neariy everybody knows the ab- 
horren-e chickens have for moisture. 


The hen that is weakened by lice will 
be the first one to fall a victim to any 
contagious disease which may threaten 
the flock. She may thus be the means 
of introducing into the flock a bad dis- 
ease which will be attended with the 
most serious consequences to the 
whole. In summer it is always safe 
to assume that a sick hen is trouble 
with lice, and treat her accordingly. 
If the lice are not present the treat- 
ment will do her nu harm. Buta worn 
down, weakly hen will generally be 
very lousy’as she has not strength and 
spirit enough to keep up the fight 
against them

Creamery Reports. 

When Hon. W. K. Boardman became 
Dairy Commissioner of lowa and under- 
took the task 
thing of that office he devised a report 
blank to be filled out by the creamery- 
men of the state for 
securing accurate information concern- 


of really making some- 


the purpose of 


ing the dairy industry. Dairy Com- 
missioner Norton followed the same 
system. These blanks, one of which is 


sent to each creamery manager in the 
state, contain a great number of ques 
tions to be answered covering every 
phase of the creamery and dairy indus- 
try. If correctly filled out they give 
accurate information as to the condi- 
tion of the creamery, the kind of ma- 
chinery used, the amount of butter 
made, the amount of butter sold within 
the state and without, the number of 
patrons to each creamery, the number 
of cows owned by the patrons, th> 
kind of cows, etc., etc. When these re- 
ports from the different creameries are 
brought together and the whole put in 
tabular forni they furnish 
valuable information that can be se- 
cured in no other way. Recognizing 
the importance of this work the legis- 
lature enacted a law requiring every 
creamery manager to fill out these re- 
ports promptly and forward then to the 
Dairy Commissioner. Notwithstanding 
this we are informed that a number 
of creameries have not yet sent in 
their reports on the blanks sent out last 
May. Our readers who are patrons of 
creameries should lend their influence 
to aid the Dairy Commissioner in this 
work and should make it a point to 
ask their creamerymen if the reports 
have been sent in.

Prepare for Winter. 
The experienced dairyman probably 
reminder that the 
chill of the 


needs no shorten- 


ing days and the evening 


air presage a time of the year most 
trying to the cow in milk. He long ago 
learned that the capacity of a cow tu 
eat and assimilate is limited and that 


if she is compelled to use a goodly por- 
tion of her daily ration to combat the 
chilling blasts and low temperature of 
the winter season she must of neces- 
sity draw heavily upon the food that 
would otherwise be used to fill the m1ik 
pail. The inexperienced dairyman 
must learn this, either from experience 
of others or from his own, and he wilt 
find the former the much cheaper way. 

Expensive stables are not necesary 
in order to properly care for the dairy 
herd in winter, but comfortable stables 
are. It is absolutely necessary that the 
cows in milk be kept dry, at night at 
least, protected from cold winds ana 
in a well ventilated stable as warm as 
it can be made without the aid of ar- 
tificial heat. If the stable room is in- 
adequate and economy a necessity, a 
comfortable shelter can be provided 


with poles and straw, being careful, 
however, to make the roof high enough 
to give abundance of pure air. We 
would rather have a warm straw shed 
with tight walls than a board stable 
with knot holes and cracks through 


which the wind can whistle. 


It is interesting to note the chanze 
that is gradually taking place in the 
ideas of dairymen with regard to the 
state of flesh in which dairy 
should be kept. It is not long since the 
average dairyman regarded with hor- 
ror anything like flesh on the ribs of 
a dairy cow, and the nearer her sides 
looked like a Sheet blown hard against 
a picket fence the more he thought of

her. But we have learned a lot of 
things about the dairy cow and dairy- 
ing in general during the past ten 
years and one of them is that it does 
no harm to let the cow get in good 
heart and put a little flesh on her 
bones. While in milk the right sort of 
4 dairy cow will use for milk that por 


tion of her food not needed to fur 
nish energy for the normal functions of 
the body and keep up the wear and 
tear, but she is all the better fortified 
to stand a ten months campaign at the 
pail if she starts in with some 
flesh to fall back on.

A learned Eastern professor is being

Heredity and Environment. 

Mrs, J. H. Watkins, of Harison coun- 
ty, lowa, writes: 

“I am very much interested in Hearts 
and Homes and am going to trouble 
you with a question for the first time 
since we have been reading the Farmer. 
I am a member of a Farmers’ Club 
and was at a county club picnic re- 
cently where five of the different clubs 
in the county met and each furnished 
a topic for discussion. Ours was: 
Which has the greater influence over 
humanity, heredity or environment? 
which was decided by giving heredity 
the greater influence. One speaker 
said: ‘A man must be born right ‘to 
become successful in life.’ 

“I think the above very discouraging 
to young people who ure trying to be- 





come ‘somebody’ whose ancestors are 
of questionable character, and gives 
others a chance to be vile under the 
plea of heredity. I should be very 


much pleased if you would publish an 
article on this topic in Hearts and 
Homes for the benefit of the young peo- 
ple, and perhaps some older ones us 
well.” 

The above is one of the questions that 
can not be settled at a meeting of 
a farmers’ club or any 
tion of men. It is one of the oldest 
questions over humanity has 
vexed itself, and its first definite state- 
ment may be found in Exodus 20:5-6, 
“visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate 
Me; and showing mercy unto thous- 
ands (generations) of them that love 
Me, and keep my commandments.’ 

In this there is a very implicit rec- 
ognition of the workings.of heredity 
for evil and a much stronger statement 
of the effect of the influences for good; 
in other words, that the things that 
work for good in this world are thous- 
ands as compared with the three or 
four that work for evil. It is the same 
problem that meets us in stock breed- 
ing, of which both sides are expressed 
in the following proverbs: on the side 
of heredity, “Blood tells,’ and on the 
other side, ‘“‘The breed goes in at the 
mouth."

try and on the Creator who saw fit 
to give him his start in life. For the 
very core of infidelity is expressed by 
the Austrian princess when she said 
as an excuse for her own vice: “My 
advice or consent was not asked when 
I was brought into this world.” 

Given an equal opportunity with an 
equal amount of exertion, the man 
who is born right will always surpass 
the man who is born wrong, because 
he carries less weight in life, but his- 
tory and human experience are full of 
examples of men who were apparently 
born wrong far outstripping those who 
were born right. In fact, a certain 
measure of opposition from within and 
without seems to be necessary to the 
development of all that is best in us. 

No young man or woman who wishes

I would say to “Anxious Friend” of 
Dewitt that black heads can be re- 
moved by squeezing them out and im- 
mediately afterward sponging the parts 
with camphor well rubbed in.

Cut off 
the cob, nice young sweetcorn, 
covering bottom to the depth 





of one inch, then _ sprinkle an- 
other pint and a half cf salt to every 
gallon of corn. When filling pack solid | 


as you fill. When jar is full cover 
with cloth two thicknesses and large 


enough to ttick down the jar around 
the corn for a couple or three inches. 
Put on a plate, upside down, and a 
weight, let stand in the kitchen until 
it has ceased to bubble, when take off 
cloth, rinse, put back in same way, 
without air bubbles under it. Sprinkle 
a pint of salt over cloth, put on plate 
and weight and it will keep a year if 
you want it to. Some cook the corn 
before cutting from the cob, but I pre- 
fer it raw. The keeping qualities are 
about the same. 

1 could never pack cucumbers so they 
would make brine enough to cover 
themselves, and they won’t keep if they 
are out of the brine. I always salt 
heavy and put on water enough to 
cover and weight down the _ inside 
cover. I never had any _ trouble 
keeping the pickles. I generally use 
plates for inside cover, but a board the 
size of the jar or barrel would be a 
better cover DOLLIE MERRILL.

Dear Sisters of the Hearts and 
Homes department, I have been read- 
ing for a long time the many interest- 
ing and useful suggestions offered by 
the many contributors and I will add 
my mite by telling John’s Sister how I 
make apple butter without sealing the 
jars. | peel and quarter as many ap- 
ples as my big granite kettle will hold. 
Grimes Golden or Golden Russet cook 
best and make fine butter. Cook until 
tender. If made with cider, which 
should first be boiled down to one-third 
the original amount, it should now be 
added until it boils up smooth and 
shiny, or at least for two hours. Any 
butter or preserves that are boiled iwo 
hours will keep in open jars. I al- 
ways make a good deal this way and 
it never spoils. Sometimes I put in 
some sugar and different kinds of spice 
and it makes a nice change. 

Did any of the sisters ever use para- 
fine on the top of butters, preserves, 
or jelly? It is fine and keeps off the 
mould and makes them air tight. It 
comes in large cakes and can _ he 
bought at the grocers or drug store.

Tulips. 
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The plants were kept clean and well 
cultivated until time of flowering, after 
which nothing was done to them until 
digging time. The time to lift tulips 
is when the tops are perfectly ripened 
and free from sap. The bulbs should 
be thinly spread in a cool, well venti- 
lated, dark room or outbuilding for 
sevetal days, then separated, cleaned of 
dead scales, etc., then spread out as 
before until ready to replant. The 
small bulbs should be planted separate- 
ly and not quite so deep. Most of them 
will bloom the second year. It is there- 
fore advisable to lift the bulbs at least 


every third year. Unless weeds are al- 
lowed to grow, some shallow rooting 
annuals should occupy the bed, as a 
cover crop for the bulbs during their 
resting season. 

The time to plant is as soon as pos- 
sible after September 15th. As 1im- 
ported bulbs cannot be obtained that 
early, a later date is usually recom- 
mended. But plant as early as you 
can for by so doing the bulbs become 
fairly well rooted before winter sets 
in, 

The demand for bulbs is increasing 


just in proportion as people learn how 
easily they are cared for, how certain 
they are to bloom, and that too justata 


time when we need flowers most and 
can most readily appreciate them. 
Bulbs may be obtained very cheaply 


and if you wish a gorgeous bed of glow- 


ing, beautiful tulips next spring, pre- 
pare to plant this fall. 
Sprouting Trees, 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 
A Numa, Iowa, reader writes: “My 
trees have been doing fairly well for 
three years and now I find that the 


roots that put out on the stalk above 
the roots when in the nursery turn up 


and come to the top of the ground and 
die i want to know the reason and 
how to remedy it. Other trees died in 
June, all the summer growth, as if 
stung by something. I have about one 
hundred apple trees, nine pears, eleven 
cherries, twenty-six peaches. The ap- 
ples stand in rows 30x32 feet apart 
with the peaches in between, the rows 
running north and south It is new 
ground and was cultivated every year 
in corn or potatoes since the trees were 
planted. I was thinking of putting out 
five acres in fruit. What is your 1.d- 
vice? 

Our correspondent does not state 
whether the sprouts coming up are ap- 
ple or pear, but in either case we wouid 
dig down and cut them off close to the 
stalk. It is not uncommon in orchards 
to see trees sprout around the staik 
and the cause is sometimes from infer- 
ior roo and imperfect union. Yet 
some varieties seem to. naturally 
sprout up more than others. So long 


as the trees are making a good growth 
there is no serious defect. 

From the description the 
that were affected in June we infer i 
was blight. This year blight has been 
more severe among trees than common, 
and about the only remedy is to cut the 
blighted branches off below the part af- 
fected and take them from the orchard 
and burn them. Pears are more sub- 
ject to blight than apples, and some 
yvears.the blight is so severe that the 
trees are ruined. We regard planting 
any number of acres in fruit as a safe 
investment, but plant of the apple all 
good winter varieties and those that 
are the most successful in your locality.
